W ashington— Although the status of the 
Battle of Britain remains difficult to esti­ 
mate, diplomatic cables have

Bad w eather in the English 
C h a n ­ 
nel may prevent any invasion of England 
by troops this year. 
A nother 
im p o rtan t 
factor is the havoc wreaked

2. 
Bad weather will not interrupt the 
bombing of England to any appreciable ex­ 
tent, and this has almost paralyzed Lon­ 
don, making parts of the city a near s h a m ­ 
bles.
